"ihe Yequest of the Railway], 
Company as contained in’ this bill 
has canved me a great deal of 
thought’énd ‘an immense amount 
of'worry. I am a resident of the 
portion of the country effected, 
_ and am quite conversant with the 
history of thé road and the coudi- 
tions that prevailed there. 

In 1908 the O & E. Railway 
Co. obtained a charter to build a 
line’ from the town of Lacombe, 
one hundred miles east. By the 
provisions of the bill obtained at 
that time the Oo. was to begin the 
construction of the said line inside 
of two years, but the time for 
completing it was not limited. 


During 1904 or 1905 the Company | 


did begin building the road and 
built from Lacombe to Stettler, a 
distance of about fifty miles. 

Then in 1906 the. Company ap- 
plied for and obtained a charter 
to build the second one hundred 
miles. The time fixed for the be- 
ginning of this section was two 
years and it was to be completed 
inside of five years. 

To this date thé company bas 
not completed the line for which 
it obtained a charter in 1908. 

Daring 1909 they built from 
Stettler to Castor, a distance of 
thirty-five miles. So that they 
have still fifteen miles of the line 
covered by their first charter to 
complete. 

The company made surveys of 
the proposed line from Lacombe 
to Moose Jaw in 1903. and. subse 
quently; The country is open 
praitie and is splendidly adapted 
for Agriculture. “In fact it would 
be difficult to find a more desirable 
distriot. 

When the proposed road was 
surveyed and actually begun and 
the character of the country gen- 
erally known, settlers began to go 
there in large numbers. These 
settlers made entry for practically 
all the homestead land for ten or 
twelve miles on either side of the 
line of survey, and I am informed 
that they purchased a_ large 
amount of the railway land from 
the C. P. R. Co. 

A little later the company made 
a second survey, some few miles 
from the first. The settlers flock- 
ed along this line and made entry 
for the homestead land and _ pur- 
chased the railway land. 

This operation was repeated a 
little later and a third line was 
surveyed. A third rush of settlers 
occurred and more homestead land 
was obtained and moe railway 
land was acquired by a confiding 
publio. 

From Castor to Outlook the dis- 
tance is about two hundred and 
twenty miles. A few days ago I 
moved in the senate that an order 
of that house do issue for a state- 
ment from the Dept. of the In- 
terior showing the number of 
homesteads that have been taken 
in the district that would be eer- 
ved by the the 
plans of which are filed with the 
Dept. of Railways. We bave taken 
into consideration a strip oly 
about two townships wide on each 
side of the proposed line. 

The statement prepared by the 
Department of the Lnterior is as 
follows:

In a leading article on the A. &
